hut it Ls said that the catastrophe on Loch 
Fyno, IO 
P which 7 persons lost their lives 


recently, had never occurred before. It has 
been the custom of tbo bailies of Glasgow to 
attend the annual "monster blasts" in tho 
great Crrj-ao quarries on that loch, and this 
year tho custom wns observed. 
Seven tons 


of powder wore firud at once, dislodging, it 
is believed, some SO.OOO to:u» of granite, and 
after tho stone had fallen the visitors strolled 
into tho quarries to sto tbo result. 


Some 300 ladies and gentlemen were stand- 


ing about talking, when one after another 
was observed to fall apparently dead, till 
nearly a hundred bodies were stretched on tho 
stone. They were at once- carried out by tho 
qunrrymijn; bub it was found ttrnt 7 wtjro 
dead, and that JJO inoro were more or less in- 
jured, a fow severely. Tlio visitors had been 
asphyxiated by tho sulphurous vapor caused 
by the blast, the'shortcst; among them feeling 
it first and most severely. Oiio witness, who 
fainted but rocovevod, ccstifk-d that tho sen- 
sation was "rather pleasant than painful," 
No hlamo attached to uny one, the vajior 
having been reUiined longer than usual by 
tho hurscshoo bhupo of tho quarry, which 
stops tho brcofco on three sides.—London SjHiC-

Tho linos of skirmishers wero fifteen paces 


in front of us. Slowly, steadily, but Urmly, 
wo moved on, each soldier carrying eighty 
round:! of ammunition. Occasionally an offi- 
cer could bo hoard to ejaculate in a low but 
emphatic voice: "Steady there, boys; not so 
fast: keep quiet." Finally the suspense is 
broken, u single shot is fired. The ciu-my's 
outpost has discovered ono of our sidrmisliei-s 
through the gray morning light, and has fired 
at him and recreated in hot basto.
